But while preaching

the National guard during the next 
two years. 4

approval. They declare that a $600,000 
appropriation for the two year period 
should be sufficient and expressed the 
opinion that such an amount will be 
recommended in their bill when report- 
ed to the legislature. 


With Governor Bteine, Senator La- 


Follette and a" majority of the senate 
opposed to abolition of the National 
guard. thc\se sponsoring the move to 
do away wfth the organization have 
practically given up hope of accom- 
plishing their object. They now look 
for a greatly reduced appropriation. 


Figures laid before the finance com- 


mittee members Saturday show that 
Wisconsin's National guard cost the 
state $$574.748 in 1921-23 and will cost 
.$600,000 in 1922-23. in addition to the 
expenditures totalling nearly $300,000 
annually. Appropriation requests arc 
for the next two years.

The three officials to appear in an- 


swer to a summons declared Saturday 
that th«y were, not censured by the 
governor but were merely asked by 
him to cooperate with the executive 
in trying to stop promiscuous lobby- 
ing. 
It is learned on good authority 


that the lobbying: activities of women 
connected with the "Wisconsin Wom- 
en's Progressive association has an- 
noyed the governor. Their stand was 
influential in causing the assembly to 
pass the Polawski bill calling for abol- 
ition of the guard which Governor 
Blaine opposed. 
State officials point 


out that the statutes of Wisconsin arc 
specific in their provision that persons 
connected •with the government may 
personally approach legislators or ap- 
pear before committees in the interest 
of legislation. They declaie that the 
governor is given no authority to rurb 
this practice, either among individual!* 
or state employes. Governor Blaine 
is known to have told those who .ap- 
peared before him on his call that he 
had asked the resignation or one state 
employe. Vp to the present time how- 
ever, the resignation has not been of- 
fered.

the ruins now found are believed to 
have been his harem. A fragment of 
a stone vase has been dug out upon 
which there is a representation" of the 
moon and his goddess 
receiving the 


adoration of worshippers. 
The carv- 


ing is believed to have been done 2.000 
years before Christ. 
The excavators 


also discovered in the inner room of 
the temple some jewelry of the period 
of Nebuchadnezzar who 
rebuilt 
the 


shrine in the sixth 
century. B. C..

scribed door sockets have been found

Production has also been reduced 


in the southern hardwood, and pine 
producing territories as a result of 
s,nows, heavy rains, and floods, while 
Xorth Carolina pine and other south- 
western mills

Demand for all the principal woods 


meanwhile remains strong, exceeding 
normal by a good margin and being 
Kreatiy in excess of output.

While Governor Elaine has been quoted 
as saying that he believes such a policy- 
would be unwise, it might be regarded as 
a question as to how far Ihis influence 
Avould go with (he legislature to prevent 
the enactment of such a law provided he 
had not been supported in his attitude by 
Mr. La Follette. 
Mr. LaFollette's ex- 


pression makes it certain that the nation- 
al guard'will nof be abolished. He is tot 
be commended for taking a positive stand 
in the matter at a time when the issue is 
in the balance. 


We agree with Mr. LaFolletfe thai ir- 


respecthc of the needs of the state itself 
for the security the national guard af- 
fords, an attempt To do away with it 
would increase the necessity for a larger 
federal army, and certainly one of the 
needs of the country is to keep expendi- 
tures for military purpos.es as low as may 
be done with aiational safely. 
Mr. La 


Follcffe suggests that without impairing 
the efficiency of the national guard cer- 
tain economies may be effected in its ad- 
ministration.

the Dahl taxating scheme would be, and 
it cares less. 
Nothing is too radical for 


it to support, as was shown by the eager- 
ness and blindness with which it voted to 
abolish the national guard. 


The hope of the state for sane legisla- 


tion lies in the senate. As a matter of 
truth, the prosperity and welfare of Wis- 
consin would be best promoted by leav- 
ing the tax lfn\s in the main exactly as 
they arc. 
There is good argument in 


favor of substituting some other taxation 
for special mill taxes and surtaxes, but 
this can be taken care of without greatly 
disturbing the present system.

general taxation might be 


required could, we are sure, be absorbed 
in a nnision of income tax rates, but the ' 
increases should be small and not made 
purposely hurtful and oppressive to in-' 
dustry and commerce.

The British pharma.copoo.ia given a sim- 
ilar formula, but without the borax, which is incor- 
porated in the United States pharmacopoeia formu- 
la to make the cold cream ,whiter. 
Tn Iho cold 


cream of the British pharmacopoeia, there is also 
incorporated some beeswax, perhaps to encourage 
the bees. 


From two to four ounces of cold cream should be 


enough to order prepared at one time. 
Tt should 


not cost more than a woman usually has to pay 
for such cosmetics.
